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Principals 
dissatisfied, 
survey finds 


Edmonton Public 
School Board. Results 
show satisfaction 
with superintendent's 
leadership declined 17

Edmonton principals are 
significantly less satisfied 
this year than previous 
years when it comes to a 
host of topics including 
confidence in the Board of 
Trustees. 

Public school board prin¬ 
cipals are less satisfied with 
the way money is used in 
the district, input into dis¬ 
trict-level decisions, and ef¬ 
fective leadership provided 


by the superintendent of 
schools, according to re¬ 
sults from the district satis¬ 
faction survey. 

The survey, which was 
administered in April 2012, 
saw 197 surveys sent to prin¬ 
cipals and 191 responses. 

Results show that while 
76 per cent of principals 
who responded to the sur¬ 
vey in 2008 were confident 
in the Board of Trustees, 
that number dropped to 
40 per cent in 2011 and de¬ 
creased to just 29 per cent 
in 2012. 

Other questions show 
similar decreases this year 
compared to last amongst 
principals, including a 30 
per cent decline — from 
88 per cent to 58 per cent 
— when asked about “op¬ 
portunities for professional 
development.” 

Cory Sinclair, spokes¬ 


person for EPSB, speculated 
that a moratorium issued 
on out-of-province travel by 
the superintendent could 
have contributed to frustra¬ 
tion amongst principals in 
regards to satisfaction with 
the superintendent and op¬ 
portunities for professional 
development. 

“One of the challenges 
with surveys like this is 
there is not any explana¬ 
tion of why the indicator 
was given,” he said. 

It’s important that trust¬ 
ees take the time to listen to 
what principals are saying, 
said Bill Tucker, president 
of the Canadian Association 
of Principals. 

“If they’re speaking as a 
group with discontent it’s 
usually a discontent be¬ 
cause they can’t meet the 
needs of their school or the 
children.”

Sagging economy. 

Premier admits plan 
wasn’t part of campaign 


Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford admitted Thursday that 
while her party didn’t cam¬ 
paign in the April election on 
running up debt, the economy 
has worsened since then and 
now they must adapt. 

“It (borrowing money) is 
not something that we talked 
about during the campaign 
because that wasn’t the fiscal 
reality during the campaign,” 
Redford told reporters. 

She pointed to Tuesday’s 
announcement by federal Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 


that a weak global economy 
means the federal deficit will 
hit $26 billion this year, $5 bil¬ 
lion more than predicted. 

“The economic downturn 
has gone in a way that no one 
expected it to, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has said that,” said 
Redford. 

“What we will do is man¬ 
age our government and man¬ 
age our budget in tune with 
the times.” 

Earlier Thursday, in a 
speech to rural and county 
politicians, Redford ex¬ 
pounded on that theme. 

“We will ensure that we 
put in place the right progress 
that we need to make on infra¬ 
structure so that the schools, 
the hospitals, clinics, water 
systems and roads are in place 


in your communities. 

Opposition Wildrose lead¬ 
er Danielle Smith accused 
Redford of manipulating Al¬ 
bertans in a cynical political 
shell game by delivering a set 
of rosy oil price and corporate 
growth projections in Feb¬ 
ruary’s pre-election budget 
knowing they wouldn’t be 
met. 

“This is fairly typical of 
a premier who talks out of 
both sides of her mouth,” said 
Smith. 

“They didn’t want to go to 
the public and face the elector¬ 
ate saying, ‘Hey vote for us and 
we’ll go back into debt again.’ 

Smith said regardless of the 
rhetoric, a province of under 
four million people with re¬ 
source revenues at $10 billion

University of 
Alberta to host 
conference for 
gay-straight 
alliances 

Sixty students from across 
the province will meet 
in Edmonton Saturday 
to network, support and 
learn from one another at 
Alberta’s first conference 
for gay-straight alliances 
(GSA). 

The conference, hosted 
by the U of A’s Institute 
for Sexual Minority Stud¬ 
ies and Services (ISMSS), 
will focus on connecting 
students involved in gay- 
straight alliances from 
across the province with 
one another. 

Dr. Kristopher Wells, 
ISMSS associate director, 
estimates that there are 
40 GSA organizations in 
Alberta, from counsellors 
to open student groups 
to proactive social justice 
champions. 

“The main goal is to 
help support and sustain 
gay-straight alliances in our 
schools; recognizing that 
these are not only import¬ 
ant, safe places, but import¬ 
ant educational spaces to 
show diversity, equity and 
human rights,” said Wells, 
noting that the first known 
GSA in Alberta was formed 
in Red Deer in 2000. 

Spoon, a musician 
and author, was bom and 
raised in Southern Alberta 
as a girl before coming out 
as transgendered. 

“I hope it brings a sense 
of broader community. 

It’s easy to feel isolated in 
high school, but meeting 
other students in the same 
situation, the same age 
group will be really great 
to show the diversity of the 
community,” Spoon told 
Metro. 

Wells said this is the 
first of many conferences, 
and hopes the event will 
take place in a different 
Alberta city or town in the 
coming years.

Exploring women’s re¬ 
sponses to online media cover¬ 
age of weight loss and studying 
the effects of Alberta’s oil sands 
on fish appetites were two of 
several projects on display at a 
research symposium on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Hosted by the students’ 
union in partnership with the 
university, students from sever¬ 
al faculties presented research 
at the event. 


“It’s a great way to showcase 
to the campus community and 
the Edmonton community just 
how bright University of Al¬ 
berta students really are,” said 
Dustin Chelen, vice-president 
academic at the students’ 
union. 

Fourth-year undergraduate 
student Kirsten Dembicki spent 
200 hours this summer looking 
at and analyzing photos taken 
with disposable cameras by 18 
families with young children. 

Dembicki presented her re¬ 
search on the everyday family 
life, as it is captured through 
the use of cameras and scrap¬ 


books, at the symposium. 

“Families today are going 
to be the future tomorrow. It’s 
good that we understand what 
families are like today so we 
can have the most beneficial 
society in the future,” she said. 

Dembicki was excited by 
the opportunity to present her 
research to staff and students. 

The last time she participat¬ 
ed in a science fair was in jun¬ 
ior high when she tested stain 
removers. 

“It’s land of interesting how 
I’ve gone from stain removers 
to families,” she said.

“You have to get on this 
train or get left behind,” said 
Varghese. “It’s dramatic how 
grades improve when students 
have access to technology.” 

Distance-learning teacher 
Carey Klassen agrees. 

“Kids need flexible learning 
options. These technologies let 
someone come in at 7 a.m. and 
do an online course — if that 
suits their learning style, it’s

Proponents don’t 
believe Education 
Act provisions set 
dangerous precedent

Citing a need to improve the 
voice of First Nations par¬ 
ents in Alberta, the province 
has quietly added a provi¬ 
sion into the Education Act 
that allows appointment — 


rather than election — of 
school board trustees from 
select communities. 

The provision only ap¬ 
plies to boards that have a 
tuition agreement in place 
with neighbouring First Na¬ 
tions settlement — the Cal¬ 
gary Board of Education, for 
example, would be eligible 
because kids are shipped in 
from Tsuu T’ina to learn at 
city schools. 

Jacquie Hansen with the 
Alberta School Boards As¬ 
sociation, however, said the 
new provisions outlined in 
the act, which could become 
law as early as late-2014, 


would likely be first util¬ 
ized by certain rural school 
boards in the province that 
have agreements in place 
with multiple First Nations 
bands. 

“You are essentially tak¬ 
ing these kids off the reserve 
and educating them in the 
public system, and there 
isn’t really a voice,” Hansen 
said. 

First Nations leaders in 
the province raised con¬ 
cerns in 2009 over the need 
for school curriculum with 
an Aboriginal perspective, 
funding gaps for students 
in their communities and 


dismal graduation rates — 
figures in recent years have 
estimated up to 80 per cent 
of First Nations youth don’t 
complete high school. 

Clay Beck serves as 
president for the First Na¬ 
tions, Metis and Inuit Educa¬ 
tion Council. He welcomed 
the new provisions. 

“The only way to get by 
any kind of bias or anything 
discriminatory or racist is 
through education, in my 
opinion,” he said. “I think 
those things come out of 
fear ... to me this is going to 
help bring a light to a lot of 
this information.”

RCMP murder 


Supreme court 
declines Bulatci 
appeal 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada will not hear the 
appeal of an Alberta man 
convicted of killing a 
Mountie in the Northwest 
Territories. 

Emrah Bulatci was 
convicted three years ago 
of the first-degree murder 
of RCMP Const. Chris Wor¬ 
den in Hay River in 2007. 

He will continue serv¬ 
ing a life sentence with 
no chance of parole for 25 
years. 

The killer challenged 
more than a dozen rulings 
made by the original trial 
judge. 

As usual, The Supreme 
Court gave no reasons for 
refusing to hear Bulatci’s 
appeal, the Canadian press

Number of 
doctors at 
all-time high 


What’s up? Docs. 

Proportion of 
physicians rapidly 
outpacing country's 
population growth 


A new report says that over the 
last five years, the number of 
doctors in Canada has increased 
at a rate three times faster than 
that of the population. 

The Canadian Institute for 
Health Information says there 
were more than 72,500 phys¬ 
icians in 2011, a rise of 14 per 
cent since 2007. 


The Canadian population 
grew 4.7 per cent over the same 
time period. 

Nova Scotia, Newfoundland 
and Labrador and Quebec had 
the highest physician-to-popu- 
lation ratios, while Saskatch¬ 
ewan and P.E.I. had the lowest. 

In 2011, 51 per cent of Can¬ 
ada’s doctors practised family 
medicine, while 49 per cent 
were medical and surgical spe¬ 
cialists. 

The report also found that 
more doctors are practising in 
rural Canada compared to five 
years earlier, including 15 per 
cent of the country’s general 
practitioners, the Canadian press 


Unsolved problems 


While rural regions have 
managed to attract new 
doctors with a number of 
programs, many areas are 
still badly understaffed. 


• Enderby, B.C., will soon 
have only one doctor for 
its 3,000 residents. The 
northern Okanagan com¬ 
munity previously had a 
total of five. 



Inquiry reveals Mafia threats, tactics 


Quebec’s public inquiry is get¬ 
ting a glimpse into how the 
Italian Mafia used its muscle 
to maintain control of the con¬ 
struction industry in Montreal.

In neat handwriting, on the 
other side, the card read: “Dear 
friend, stop bidding in Mont¬ 
real. If not, your family will 
receive a card just like this one.

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Booze bulge. Study says 
Americans pack on the 
pounds through alcohol 


Americans get too many cal¬ 
ories from soda. But what 
about alcohol? It turns out 
adults get almost as many 
empty calories from booze 
as from soft drinks, a govern¬ 
ment study found. 

Soda and other sweetened 
drinks — the focus of obes¬ 
ity-fighting public-health 
campaigns — are the source 
of about six per cent of the 
calories adults consume, on 
average. Alcoholic beverages 
account for about five per 
cent, the new study found. 

“We’ve been focusing on 
sugar-sweetened beverages. 
This is something new,” said 
Cynthia Ogden, one of the 
study’s authors. She’s an epi¬ 
demiologist with the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention, which released its 
findings Thursday.

Tycho. Scientists say 
Danish astronomer 
didn’t die from mercury 


Ever since Tycho Brahe died 
suddenly more than 400 
years ago, there has been 
mystery about whether the 
Dane whose celestial observa¬ 
tions laid the groundwork for 
modern astronomy fell vic¬ 
tim to natural causes or was 
murdered. 

On Thursday, scientists 
who had exhumed his body 
said one thing is clear: If he 
was murdered, it wasn’t with 
mercury, as many rumours 
had claimed. 

“We measured the con¬ 
centration of mercury using 


three different quantitative 
chemical methods in our 
labs” in the Czech Republic 
and Denmark, said Kaare 
Lund Rasmussen, associate 
professor of chemistry at the 
University of Southern Den¬ 
mark. 

“All tests revealed the 
same result: That mercury 
concentrations were not suf¬ 
ficiently high to have caused 
his death,” he said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Tests on the remains are 
still being conducted.

Brazil looks to cloning 
to combat extinction 



Threatened species. 

Brazilian project 
collecting cells from 
endangered animals, but 
initial cloning attempt is 
likely still years away 


Brazilian researchers are 
turning to cloning to help 
fight the perilous decline of 
several animal species. 

The scientists at Brazil’s 
Embrapa agriculture re¬ 
search agency said this week 
they have spent two years 
building a gene library with 
hundreds of samples from 
eight native species, includ¬ 
ing the collared anteater, 
the bush dog, the black lion 
tamarin, the coati, and deer 
and bison varieties, as well 
as the jaguar and the maned 
wolf. 

While still in its early 
stages, with the birth of a 
clone likely years away, the 
project represents Brazilian 
scientists’ first foray into 
the cloning of wild animals, 
said team leader Carlos Fred- 
erico Martins. 

Scientists in other parts 
of the world have been clon¬ 
ing threatened species for 
more than a decade, though 
with a low rate of success, 
and sometimes with the 
criticism from conservation¬ 
ists who say more should in¬ 
stead be done to save endan¬ 
gered animals in the wild 
by protecting their natural 
habitats. 

Martins said that any 
clones that eventually 
emerge from the Brazilian

project would go to zoos, 
not into the wild. 

“The idea is not to use 
cloning as a primary con¬ 
servation tool,” Martins said 
in a phone interview from 
a farm outside the national 
capital, Brasilia. He stressed 
that clones don’t resolve one 
of the main problems fa¬ 
cing species with dwindling 
populations, which is main¬ 
taining a sufficiently varied 
gene pool. 

“Let’s be clear that clon¬ 
ing can’t be a substitute 
for protecting endangered 
animals’ habitats,” Martins 
said. “It’s a way to aid zoos, 
beef up their collections, 
particularly for animals that 
don’t easily breed in captiv¬ 
ity.”

Where does the chicken- 
and-egg cycle start between 
what the media provides 
and what consumers want? 

I think the cycle has gotten 
worse, for a number of rea¬ 
sons. One of them is at times 
a failure on our part. 

Look at the example this 
week at how so much of the 
media went crazy over the 
(David) Petraeus story. Why 
did they do that? My theory is 
that it’s a lot easier to tell the 
Petraeus story than it is to tell 
the fiscal-cliff story. Which 
one actually impacts your 
life? The fiscal cliff. So people 
get cynical because they look 
at that and say, “What’s the 
matter with these guys?” 

But when you look at 
programs like Entertain¬ 
ment Tonight, they’re wildly 
popular. There’s an appetite 
for scandal and “sexy” stuff. 
That’s true, and that’s where it 
belongs, is programs like that. I 
do fault the consumer to some 



degree. They have to make a 
decision about what they’re go¬ 
ing to watch and what they’re 
going to trust. And if they’re 
going to demand that not only 
on Entertainment Tonight but 
also in the nightly news, they’ll 
get what they asked for, and 
that’s too bad. 

What’s the story that’s the 
most under-reported? 

I think we do a pathetic job 
on the climate-change story. 
It’s changing our world, 
without question. It’s not all 
bad — some things are good 
about climate change — but 
there are some things that 
are threatening the way we 
live, and other countries are 


miles ahead of us in adapting 
to climate change. We’ve got 
to get in the game. 

If we’re going to avert the 
apocalypse, what do we all 
need to do? 

The common thread for both 
consumers and journalists is 
to understand an issue before 
you decide on it. In today’s 
world of journalism where 
the pressure’s on time, you’ve 
got to spend more time doing 
the basic journalism before 
going on the air.

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Brazen attacks on Tel Aviv may 
trigger ground invasion of Gaza 



Heaviest fighting in 
four years. Daily life 
at a standstill on both 
sides of the border 


Palestinian militants targeted 
densely populated Tel Aviv in 
Israel’s heartland with rockets 
for the first time Thursday, part 
of an unprecedented barrage 
that threatened to provoke an 
Israeli ground assault on Gaza. 
Three Israelis were killed. 

Air raid sirens wailed and 
panicked residents ran for 
cover in Tel Aviv, Israel’s com¬ 
mercial and cultural capital. 
Israel responded by moving 
troops and heavy weapons to¬ 
ward Gaza and authorizing the 
call-up of tens of thousands of 
reservists. 

There was no word on 
where the two rockets aimed 
at Tel Aviv landed, raising the 
possibility they fell into the 
Mediterranean. A third rocket 
landed in an open area on the 
southern outskirts of Tel Aviv. 
Those attacks came after Israel 
launched a ferocious air assault 


Wednesday to stop repeated 
rocket fire from Gaza. The 
powerful Hamas militaiy chief 
was killed in that strike, and 
another 18 Palestinians have 
died over two days, including 
five children. 


There were mounting signs 
of a ground operation. At least 
12 trucks were seen trans¬ 
porting tanks and armoured 
personnel carriers toward Gaza 
late Thursday. Israeli TV sta¬ 
tions said a Gaza incursion was 


expected on Friday, though mil- 
itaiy officials said no decision 
had been made. 

“We will increase the at¬ 
tacks, and I believe we will 
obtain our objectives,” said Lt. 
Gen. Benny Gantz, Israel’s mil- 


itaiy chief. 

Hamas, meanwhile, warned 
it would strike deeper inside 
Israel with Iranian-made Fajr-5 
rockets, acknowledging for the 
first time it has longer-range 
weapons, the associated press

U.S. President Barack Obama 
vowed Thursday to stick with 
New Yorkers still struggling 
17 days after Superstorm 
Sandy “until the rebuilding 
is complete” after getting an 
up-close look at devastated 
neighbourhoods rendered un- 
livable. 

Obama brought the spot¬ 
light to people still living with¬ 
out heat or electricity, and 
hugged many of those trying 
to rebuild their lives. He also 
delivered a postelection mes¬ 
sage of unity, nine days after 
a closely divided America gave 
him a second term. 

“We’re reminded that 
we are bound together and 
we have to look out for each 
other,” Obama said from a 
block in Staten Island that was 
demolished by the storm. “The 


petty differences melt away.” 

Obama announced that 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Secretary Shaun Don¬ 
ovan, former chief of New 
York’s Housing Authority, will 
be his point person to oversee 


long-term rebuilding in the 
region. 

The president encountered 
many still suffering in Sandy’s 
aftermath, waiting in lines for 
food, supplies and other help. 

He also met privately with 


parents who experienced the 
most unthinkable tragedy — 
the loss of their young boys, 
Brandon and Connor Moore, 
who were swept away in the 
storm.

There’s now a Canadian con¬ 
nection to the David Petraeus 
sex scandal following revela¬ 
tions that the FBI agent who 
helped uncover the disgraced 
CIA director’s extra-marital 
affair went to high school 
in Canada and played a key 
role in the infamous Ahmed 
Ressam case 13 years ago. 

Frederick Humphries, one 
of the key players in the tawd¬ 
ry unravelling of Petraeus’s 
once-storied career, set the 
wheels in motion for the 
general’s downfall after he 
agreed last spring to investi¬ 
gate anonymous emails sent 
to a friend in Tampa, socialite 
Jill Kelley. That probe revealed 



Petraeus’s affair with Paula 
Broadwell, who was behind 
the harassing emails to Kelley, 
a woman she viewed as a rival 
for the four-star general’s af¬ 
fections. 

Humphries, 47, a counter¬ 
terrorism specialist at the 
FBI, was bom in the Wash¬ 
ington state community of 
Steilacoom but attended high 


school somewhere in Ontario. 
His mother and stepfather live 
in Illinois. 

He reportedly learned 
French in the Canadian school 
system, a skill that helped him 
nab Ressam, who claimed to 
be a Montrealer in 1999 as he 
attempted to sneak across the 
Canada-U.S. border to blow up 
the Los Angeles airport in a 
thwarted millennium attack. 

Ressam, an Algerian al- 
Qaida member who lived in 
Montreal, was apprehended 
with explosives in the trunk 
of his car on a Canadian feriy 
to the U.S. and claimed only 
to speak French. But while 
reading Ressam his rights in 
the language, Humphries im¬ 
mediately knew he was not 
Quebecois, detecting an Al¬ 
gerian accent instead. Before 
long, investigators discovered 
Ressam was using false ID and 
had charged him with plotting 
what would have been a dead¬ 
ly attack on one of the busiest 
airports in the U.S.

Tweeting trash talk? Free-speech debate abuzz in U.K. 


Social-media snag. 

Spate of prosecutions 
for Twitter and Facebook 
tirades spark controversy 


One teenager made offensive 
comments about a murdered 
child on Twitter. Another 
young man wrote on Facebook 
that British soldiers should 
“go to hell.” A third posted a 
picture of a burning paper 
poppy, symbol of remem¬ 
brance of war dead. 


All were arrested, two con¬ 
victed, and one jailed — and 
they’re not the only ones. 
In Britain, hundreds of people 
are prosecuted each year for 
posts, tweets, texts and emails 
deemed menacing, indecent, 
offensive or obscene, and the 
number is growing as our on¬ 
line lives expand. 

Lawyers say the mounting 
tally shows the problems of 
a legal system tiying to regu¬ 
late 21st century communica¬ 
tions with 20th century laws. 
Civil libertarians say it is a 


threat to free speech in an age 
when the Internet gives every¬ 
one the power to be heard 
around the world. 

“Fifty years ago someone 
would have made a really of¬ 
fensive comment in a pub¬ 
lic space and it would have 
been heard by relatively few 
people,” said Mike Harris of 
the free-speech group Index on 
Censorship. 

Figures obtained by The 
Associated Press through a 
freedom-of-information re¬ 
quest show a steadily rising 


tally of prosecutions in Britain 
for electronic communications 
that are “grossly offensive or of 
an indecent, obscene or mena¬ 
cing character (from 1,263 in 
2009 to 1,843 in 2011.) 
Behind the figures are people 
— mostly young, many teen¬ 
agers — who find that a glib 
online remark can have life- 
altering consequences.

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Nazi victims to 
get more funding

Germany remains 

committed. Holocaust 
survivors will get 
an increase in their 
compensation for 
Nazi crimes 


Sixty years after a landmark 
accord started German gov¬ 
ernment compensation for 
victims of Nazi crimes, fund 
administrators and German 
officials say payments to 
Holocaust survivors are need¬ 
ed more than ever as they en¬ 
ter their final years. 

Most Holocaust survivors 
experienced extreme trauma 
as children, suffered serious 
malnutrition, and lost almost 
all of their relatives — leav¬ 
ing them today with severe 
psychological and medical 
problems, and little or no 
family support network to 
help them cope. 

In acknowledgement of 
that, German Finance Min¬ 
ister Wolfgang Schaeuble 
signed off officially Thursday 
on revisions to the original 
1952 compensation treaty, 
increasing pensions for those 
living in Eastern Europe and 
broadening who is eligible 
for payments. Contributions 
to home care for survivors 
already have been increased. 

“Survivors are passing 
away on a daily basis but the 
other side is that individual 
survivors are needing more 
help than ever,” Julius Ber¬ 
man, the chairman of the 
Conference on Jewish Materi¬ 
al Claims Against Germany, 
told The Associated Press 
ahead of the ceremony. 

“While a person came out 
of the camps very young and 


eventually developed a life of 
their own over the years, the 
impact of what happened at 
the beginning is now coming 
to the fore. Whether it’s men¬ 
tally or physically, they’re 
sicker than their peers of the 
same age.” 

Holocaust survivor Roman 
Kent said his experience is 
something that he will never 
be able to forget. 

“Just witnessing the atroci¬ 
ties committed at the gate 
entering Auschwitz-Birlcenau 
is more than enough to keep 
me awake at night until the 
end of time,” he said. 

But he stressed that 
he does not hold current 
generations of Germans 
responsible for the past, 


saying they are actually to¬ 
day united in purpose with 
Holocaust survivors. 

“Both of us do not want 
our past to be our children’s 
future,” he said. 

Compensation has been 
ever-evolving since the 1952 
agreement, with annual 
negotiations between the 
Claims Conference and the 
German government on who 
should receive funds and how 
much will be paid. 

Still, even 67 years after 
the end of World War II, there 
is much to set right, said Stu¬ 
art Eizenstat, the former U.S. 
ambassador to the European 
Union who serves as the 
Claims Conference’s special 
negotiator, the associated press

Swedish politicians 
caught in brawl. Paper 
releases footage of fight 


Controversial author. 

Boycotted at event, 
sells out another 


A Swedish far-right political 
party that is seeking to tone 
down its xenophobic image 
has been roiled by a video 
showing senior party mem¬ 
bers using racist and sexist 
expletives in a late-night 
brawl. 

The anti-immigration 
Sweden Democrats entered 
Parliament in 2010 and have 
surged in recent polls after 
attempts to move into the 
political mainstream. 

The footage, filmed in 
2010 but released by news¬ 
paper Expressen this week, 


showed Erik Almqvist and 
Kent Elceroth, the party’s 
spokesmen on economic and 
justice affairs, scuffling with 
a drunken man in Stock¬ 
holm. 

At one point they picked 
up metal bars from a con¬ 
struction site, but dropped 
them when they heard police 
sirens. 

Almqvist was dismissed 
from his position Wednesday, 
while Elceroth announced 
Thursday he would take a 
“timeout” from politics.

An author whose outspoken 
criticism of Israel’s occupation 
of the Palestinian West Bank 
got him banned from a Jewish 
book festival in Atlanta spoke 
at a sold-out event at an alter¬ 
nate location. 

Peter Beinart was origin¬ 
ally one of 52 writers invited 
to speak at this week’s Book 
Festival of the Marcus Jew¬ 
ish Community Center of 
Atlanta, which attracts about 
10,000 people each year. Bow¬ 
ing to pressure from some lo¬ 
cal Jews offended by Beinart’s 
views, festival organizers 


then cancelled his scheduled 
appearance — sparking a 
backlash to the backlash. 

Beinart was then scheduled 
to speak in a smaller venue in 
downtown Atlanta, nearly 32 
kilometres from the festival 
site at the suburban commun¬ 
ity centre. The 200 seats allot¬ 
ted for his talk quickly sold out. 

Beinart’s most recent book, 
The Crisis of Zionism, criticizes 
hawkish Jewish leaders in Israel 
and the United States for their 
continued support for Jewish 
settlements in Palestinian ter¬ 
ritories.

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Uruguay may soon legalize marijuana 



New leading pot 

dealer? Uruguay 
lawmakers consider 
legalization of 
marijuana with goal of 
outselling pot dealers 


Uruguay came one step closer 
to turning the government into 
the country’s leading pot dealer 
on Thursday, as lawmakers for¬ 


mally introduced to Congress a 
framework for regulating the 
production, sale and consump¬ 
tion of marijuana. 

The proposal is much more 
liberal than what Uruguay’s 
government initially proposed 
months ago, when President 
Jose Mujica said only the gov¬ 
ernment would be allowed to 
sell pot. 

The draft law would instead 
create a National Cannabis In¬ 
stitute to license individuals 
and companies to produce and

sell marijuana. It would foster 
marijuana-growing clubs to 
provide the weed to their mem¬ 
bers. 

And most significantly, it 
would allow anyone to grow a 
limited amount of marijuana 
in their own homes, and pos¬ 
sess marijuana for their own 
consumption. 

“The thrust is the same, to 
create state-controlled markets. 
This provides the legal frame¬ 
work,” Colette Youngers, a drug 
policy expert at the Washing¬ 
ton Office on Latin America 
who came to Montevideo to 
advise lawmakers and others 
drafting the proposal, told The 


Associated Press. “The main dif¬ 
ference is that they have incor¬ 
porated the idea of cultivation 
for personal use, and also the 
cannabis clubs, which was not 
in the initial proposal.” 

Uruguay still hopes to drive 
big-time ding dealers out of the 
marijuana business and enable 
pot smokers to buy their weed 
legally without having to feed 
the illegal and violent industry 
that provides addicts with hard¬ 
er drugs such as cocaine and its 
derivatives. It also still wants to 
track pot consumption through 
a confidential database — per¬ 
haps by giving people accounts 
and cards with magnetic stripes 
that would track purchases 
while concealing user’s identi¬ 
ties, she said. 

The proposed law would al¬ 
low anyone to grow or to pos¬ 
sess up to 40 grams of pot for 
their own consumption, and 
grow six pot plants in their own 
homes (up to 480 grams) at a

Uruguay 
vs. the U.S. 

A look at a proposal to 
legalize marijuana in 
Uruguay, compared with 
the new laws in two U.S. 
states: 

Uruguay: The proposal 
formally introduced to 
Congress on Thursday 
would create a National 
Cannabis Institute with 
the power to license 
people and companies to 
produce marijuana for 
recreational, medical or 
industrial uses. It would 
allow adults to possess up 
to 40 grams for personal 
use and anyone to grow 
up to six pot plants and 
produce up to 480 grams 
of marijuana in their 


own homes. People could 
join clubs of up to 15 pot 
smokers who together 
would be licensed by the 
state to grow as many as 
90 plants at a time (up to 
7,200 grams of marijuana 
a year.) 

Colorado: Allows 
adults 21 and older to 
possess up to two ounces 
of marijuana without a 
doctor’s recommendation, 
and to grow up to six 
marijuana plants. It does 
not allow marijuana to be 
used publicly. 

Washington State: 
Decriminalizes the posses¬ 
sion of up to an ounce of 
marijuana for adults over 
the age of 21. The state 
will license the growing, 
processing and labelling 
of marijuana. 


Toking and driving. U.S. 
cops consider how to deal 
with stoned drivers 


It’s settled. Pot, at least certain 
amounts of it, will soon be legal 
under state laws in Washington 
and Colorado. Now, officials in 
both states are trying to figure 
out how to keep stoned drivers 
off the road. 

Colorado’s measure doesn’t 
make any changes to the state’s 
driving-under-the-influence 
laws, leaving lawmakers and 
police to worry about its effect 
on road safety. 

“We’re going to have more 
impaired drivers,” warned John 
Jackson, police chief in the 
Denver suburb of Greenwood 
Village. 

Washington’s law does 
change drivmg-under-the-in- 
fluence provisions by setting a 
new blood-test limit for mari¬ 


juana — a limit police are train¬ 
ing to enforce, and which some 
lawyers are already gearing up 
to challenge. 

“We’ve had decades of stud¬ 
ies and experience with alco¬ 
hol,” said Washington State 
Patrol spokesman Dan Coon. 
“Marijuana is new, so it’s going 
to take some time to figure out 
how the courts and prosecu¬ 
tors are going to handle it. But 
the key is impairment: We will 
arrest drivers who drive im¬ 
paired, whether it be drugs or 
alcohol.” 

Drugged driving is illegal, 
and nothing in the measures 
that Washington and Colorado 
voters passed this month chan¬ 
ges that.

Tax break for travel 
in Canada would be 
welcome, poll finds 


Offshore oil. As part 
of settlement, firm will 
plead guilty on charges 
related to worker deaths 
and lying to Congress 


A day of reckoning arrived 
for BP on Thursday as the oil 
giant agreed to plead guilty to 
a raft of criminal charges and 
pay a record $4.5 billion US in 
a settlement with the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment over the deadly 2010 
disaster in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Three BP employees were also 
charged, two of them with 
manslaughter. 

The settlement and the 
indictments came 2 1/2 years 
after the drilling-rig explosion 
that lulled 11 workers and set 
off the biggest offshore oil spill 
in U.S. history. 

The settlement includes 
nearly $1.3 billion in fines — 
the biggest criminal penalty in 
U.S. history — along with pay¬ 
ments to entities inside and 
outside government. As part 
of the deal, the BP will plead 
guilty to charges related to the 
deaths of the 11 workers and to 
lying to Congress. 

“We believe this resolution 
is in the best interest of BP and 
its shareholders,” said Carl-Hen- 
ric Svanberg, BP chairman. “It 
removes two significant legal 
risks and allows us to vigorous¬ 
ly defend the company against 
the remaining civil claims.” 

Also, BP rig workers Rob¬ 


ert Kaluza and Donald Vid- 
rine were indicted on federal 
charges of manslaughter and 
involuntaiy manslaughters, 
accused of repeatedly dis¬ 
regarding abnormal high-pres¬ 
sure readings that should have 
been glaring indications of 
trouble just before the blowout. 

In addition, David Rainey, 
BP’s vice-president of explora¬ 
tion for the Gulf of Mexico at 
the time, was indicted on char¬ 
ges of obstruction of Congress 
and making false statements. 

Prosecutors said he with¬ 


held information from Con¬ 
gress that indicated the amount 
of oil spewing from the blown- 
out well was greater than he let 
on. 

Rainey’s lawyers said the 
former executive did “abso¬ 
lutely nothing wrong.” And at¬ 
torneys for the two rig workers 
accused the Justice Department 
of making scapegoats out of 
them. 

“Bob was not an executive 
or high-level BP official. He was 
a dedicated rig worker who 
mourns his fallen co-workers 


every day,” Kaluza attorneys 
Shaun Clarke and David Gerger 
said in a statement. “No one 
should take any satisfaction in 
this indictment of an innocent 
man. This is not justice.” 

The settlement, which is 
subject to approval by a federal 
judge, includes payments of 
nearly $2.4 billion to the Na¬ 
tional Fish and Wildlife Foun¬ 
dation, $350 million to the 
National Academy of Sciences 
and about $500 million to the 
Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission.

The wind farm is 
located about 210 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, which is home 
to one of the eight data 
centres that power Google’s 
Internet search engine and 
other services. 

The Iowa data centre 
won’t be getting power 


from the wind farm. But 
the high electricity demand 
of Google’s massive data 
centres is one of the reasons 
the company backs energy 
projects that cause less 
pollution than traditional 
power plants.

Everybody’s got their two cents’ 
worth on tipping. “A tip is our 
way of saying thank you for do¬ 
ing a great job,” says etiquette 
expert Margaret Page. 

As soon as it becomes ex¬ 
pected, then it’s part of a per¬ 
son’s wage or salary and it’s not 
optional, says Page of Etiquette 
Page Enterprises in Vancouver. 

“And that’s not the inten¬ 
tion of the tip,” she adds. 

Page said a 15 per cent tip 
is the standard for a good meal 
and 20 per cent for a really 
good meal with “exceptional” 
service. She said the tip is added 
before the tax, which of course 
goes to the government. 

Tipping has been making 
headlines recently after those 
on the receiving end, who got 
nothing for their efforts, acted 
on their discontent. 

A woman who left no tip 
gained Internet notoriety after 
spending almost $140 at a res¬ 
taurant and writing: “Single 


mom, sorry” in the space re¬ 
served for the tip. A photo of 
the bill was posted on social 
news website Reddit by her 
server. 

The photo of the woman’s 
bill has gone viral and been 
viewed more than 600,000 
times, sparking much online 
commentaiy about her behav¬ 
iour. 

Tipping was also in the 
news when a Pizza Hut em¬ 


ployee in Des Moines, Iowa, 
became so upset after a woman 
didn’t give him a tip that he al¬ 
legedly pulled down his pants 
and urinated on her front door, 
a local TV station reported. The 
woman apparently said she 
didn’t have the money for a tip.

prostate cancer programs. The 
tour kicked off in New York, 
with stops scheduled in Chi¬ 
cago and Houston. 

“It’s a feeling for me. Like, I 
can’t just throw out an album 
to be rapping,” he said. “And 
I don’t even know if it will be 
rap. I don’t even know what it 
will be.” 

However, he could find the 
inspiration and complete an al¬ 
bum in just a few days: “It could 
be a rush situation. Like if I feel 
that feeling and I record an al¬ 


bum in three days and I’m like, 
‘This is what I want to say right 
now’ - that can happen, too.” 

He also says he’s constantly 
writing songs. 

“I write all the time ... I ac¬ 
tually stopped typing it in my 
phone because like a cloud is 
basically reading eveiy thought 
that I have and I don’t like 
that,” he said. “So I went back 
to my paper and started writ¬ 
ing.” 

He’s not sure fans want a 
new OutKast album for the 
right reasons. 

“Man, we’ve had a great 
ride. ... Like when we got into 
it when we were high school 
lads and we just wanted to do 
something fun and push it, and 
if it’s not that then why do it?”

Keira Knightley’s language 
was anything but prim and 
proper when she discovered 
what director Joe Wright had 
planned for Anna Karenina, 
their latest period drama 
together. 

To hear Knightley tell it, 
some F-bombs were soundly 
dropped. 

Knightley wasn’t swear¬ 
ing out of anger with Wright, 
who directed her to an Acad¬ 
emy Award nomination for 
2005’s Pride & Prejudice and 
to similar critical success on 
2007’s Atonement. She wor¬ 
ried that Wright’s unusual 
approach to Leo Tolstoy’s 
epic of doomed romance 
would make the hard-sell of 
a period drama even harder. 

While Pride & Preju¬ 
dice and Atonement were 
fresh, lively takes for an age 
that finds costume drama 
drowsy, Wright planned a 
wild and possibly off-putting 
ride on Anna Karenina, con¬ 
fining most of the action to 
a dilapidated theatre where 
the actors would perform 
in a stylized cinematic bal¬ 
let without the usual grand 
sweep of period-drama loca¬ 
tions. 

“The first thing I said was 
‘Oh (expletive)!’ I was like, 
well, people are really either 
going to love it or absolutely 
(expletive) hate it,” Knight¬ 
ley said. “I also was going ... 
you’re taking it and spinning 
it on its head and turning it 
into something that is poten¬ 
tially totally uncommercial. 
Into an experimental sort of 
art-house film...” 

“I also went ‘(expletive), 
yeah. Let’s give it a go.’” 


The result is a fluid story 
that unfolds as much like 
dance as film, with a brisk 
pace compared to most per¬ 
iod stories and contempor¬ 
ary sensibilities next to ear¬ 
lier takes on Anna Karenina, 
whose previous big-screen 
adaptations have featured 
Greta Garbo and Vivien 
Leigh. 

Reality gives way to fan¬ 
tasy in the opening moment, 
as a barber approaches 
Anna’s brother, Oblonsky 
(Pride & Prejudice co-star 
Matthew Macfadyen), like a 
matador approaching a bull 
and shaves him clean with 
three lightning strokes of his 
razor. Walls roll aside, props 


rise up from trapdoors, a 
swirl of clerks in an office 
turns into a rush of waiters 
in a restaurant as Wright 
dispenses with realistic and 
time-consuming transitions 
in favour of a motion picture 
perpetually in motion. 

The action in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, where 
Knightley’s Anna forsakes 
her staid husband (Jude Law) 
in an affair with a young 
cavalry officer (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson), shifts around an 
aging theatre. The idea was 
inspired by Wright’s read¬ 
ing of historian Orlando 
Figes, who commented that 
19th century Russian social¬ 
ites modeled themselves 


on Parisians and lived their 
lives as though on stage, 
emulating that ideal. 

Wright has built a career 
emulating the ideal of the 
period drama, once a main¬ 
stay for movie audiences 
now mainly interested in 
futuristic action or stories 
of the here and now. But 
Wright keeps looking for 
fresh ways to tell those old 
stories to modern crowds. 

“I feel that the stories 
themselves are rich and rel¬ 
evant,” Wright said. “The 
concern really is that the 
form that those stories are 
told in, it has become kind 
of stuffy and old-fashioned.” 
But he adds, “just because 


it’s set in the 19th century, it 
doesn’t mean it has to look 
like it was shot in the 19th 
century.” 

One of the first people 
Wright had to win over on 
his bold approach to Anna 
Karenina was playwright 
Tom Stoppard, an Oscar win¬ 
ner for the Shakespeare in 
Love screenplay who had 
adapted Tolstoy’s novel with 
a conventional location 
shoot in mind. 

Two months before pro¬ 
duction began, Wright de¬ 
cided to switch the action to 
a confined space and sprang 
it on Stoppard, saying he 
would only go ahead if his 
writer agreed. 


“He came around with 
a big folder of storyboards, 
and the more I got into it, 
the more interested and 
finally excited I was about 
it,” Stoppard said. “It gives 
the movie a modern spirit, 
that’s what it does. It’s not 
the costume drama we’ve 
seen before.” 

It’s not even the costume 
drama we’ve seen before 
from Wright and Knightley, 
who defied expectations 
with Pride & Prejudice and 
Atonement. 

Knightley had just scored 
with Pirates of the Carib¬ 
bean: The Curse of the Black 
Pearl and flopped as Guin¬ 
evere in King Arthur when 
Pride & Prejudice came 
along, while Wright had 
directed only for television. 
So they looked like upstarts 
taking on Jane Austen’s best¬ 
loved novel. 

After that worked, they 
raised eyebrows again with 
Atonement, based on Ian 
McEwan’s celebrated novel, 
which many considered un- 
filmmable because of its el¬ 
liptical structure that spans 
six decades. 

“Then that worked, too,” 
Knightley said. “When we 
got to Anna Karenina, every¬ 
one was like, ‘Oh that’s 
great, you’ll do that really 
well.’ I think that freaked 
both of us out. The idea that 
people thought they knew 
what we’d do with it was 
something I don’t think any 
of us felt very comfortable 
with. 

“There was a general feel¬ 
ing that if we’re all going to 
do this again, then we really 
need to push ourselves. The 
idea with this is we were 
very much walking hand in 
hand with total, absolute 
failure all the time ... If it 
fails, it fails, but at least you 
know that everybody’s put 
everything into it.”

Given the dark subject 
matter, that the film retains 
Russell’s trademark black 
humour is a testament to 
the realness of the characters 
says Cooper. 

“When that starts to hap¬ 
pen it gets funny, it gets tra¬ 
gic — it gets real.”

Director David O. Russell is 
a rare breed of filmmaker 
whose name transcends the 
project it’s attached to. Mark 
Wahlberg tried for years to 
get the Fighter made before 
Russell got on board — and 
just try explaining I Heart 
Huclcabees to someone who’s 
never seen it. 

So it was with Silver 
Linings Playbook, the direc¬ 
tor’s latest starring Bradley 
Cooper and Jennifer Law¬ 
rence. 

“These are the kinds of 


films I dreamed about mak¬ 
ing as a kid,” says Cooper, 
who cites Russell’s Spanking 
the Monkey as a favourite of 
his. 

Lawrence says she didn’t 
even read the script before 


taking the part. 

“Then I did and I was glad 
I said yes.” 

After having its world pre¬ 
miere at this year’s Toronto 
International Film Festival 
the stoiy of a mentally ill 


teacher trying to put his life 
back together won the fest’s 
People’s Choice Award. 

What makes Russell’s 
films so unique, says Law¬ 
rence, is his ability to make 
the audience sympathize 
with unsympathetic charac¬ 
ters. 

“He’s the only filmmaker 
who gives audiences a choice 
not to like people.” 

Yes Russell has a reputa¬ 
tion for being brutal with his 
actors. 

A clip on YouTube called I 
Don’t Heart Huclcabees shows 
the filmmaker verbally berat¬ 
ing actress Lily Tomlin on the 
set for Huclcabees. 

Russell explains that he 
likes working with actors 
who can figure out a scene on 
the spot. 

Lawrence calls working 
with him “perfection,” while 
Cooper says, “David has a 
unique ability to get people 
to go to their core instantan¬ 
eously.” 

“The actors gave so much 
of themselves,” says Russell.

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Dog Whisperer bounces back 



Hail Cesar! Millan 
may be flying now 
but after a divorce 
and the death of 
his dog in 2010 he 
attempted suicide 


Very soon, Cesar Millan will 
have a new television show, a 
book, a tour, a documentary, 
and — if she says yes — a fi¬ 
ancee. 

The year is ending on a 
high note for Millan as he 
ends his reign as TV’s Dog 
Whisperer and bounces back 
from a suicide attempt in 
May 2010 that left him uncon¬ 
scious and hospitalized. 

In Cesar Millan: The Real 
Story, he talks publicly for the 
first time about the overdose 
that almost took his life. The 
documentary, which airs Nov. 
25 on Nat Geo Wild, will also 
launch a global speaking tour. 

“It’s rare when someone 
with his level of celebrity is 
willing to completely open 
up and share the struggle 
and hardship it took to find 
success and happiness,” said 
Geoff Daniels, executive vice- 
president and general man¬ 
ager of Nat Geo Wild. “Cesar 
doesn’t hold anything back, 
and I’m certain our audience 
will feel even closer to him for 
it.” 

The 43-year-old Mexican- 
born dog handler rose to fame 
in 2004, when his first TV ser¬ 
ies, The Dog Whisperer with 
Cesar Millan, became National 
Geographic’s top-rated show. 
Millan grew up in Culiacan, 
the largest city in the Mexican 
state of Sinaloa, and worked 
on his grandfather’s farm in 
the hopes of becoming the 


best dog trainer in the world. 

At 21, alone and unable to 
speak English, he crossed the 
border and lived on the streets 
for two months before getting 
a job as a groomer and walker. 
Jada Pinlcett (pre-Will Smith) 
hired him and got him an Eng¬ 
lish tutor when she learned he 
wanted to be on TV. 

As his popularity grew, 
his professional and personal 
lives appeared rosy: he be¬ 
came an author, made appear¬ 
ances in movies and on tele¬ 
vision, and his wife gave birth 
to two sons. In 2010 though, 
things took a tumble: his go-to

pit bull, Daddy, died in Febru- 
aiy; a month later, he learned 
his wife of 16 years planned 
to divorce him; in May, he at¬ 
tempted suicide. 

“I felt defeated, a big sense 
of guilt and failure. ... I was 
at the lowest level I had ever 
been emotionally and psycho¬ 
logically,” he wrote in June 
on his website without men¬ 
tioning his overdose. 

He rejected antidepres¬ 
sants, choosing instead to 
get a grip through his pack 
dog wisdom and use exercise, 
discipline and affection to 
heal, he told The Associated 
Press. Another pit bull trained 
by Daddy has taken over 
Daddy’s duties, though Junior 
will never take his place. 

“Daddy was my Tibet, my 
Himalaya, my Buddha, my 
source of calmness,” Millan 


said. A new love in his life 
also helped, one whom Mil¬ 
lan calls “the one.” Jahira 
Dar lives with Milan and his 
youngest son in Los Angeles, 
and Millan said he planned to 
propose soon. 

“It’s a surprise,” he joked. 
“I am a traditional guy, so I 
like to do the whole parent 
thing. I know they are going 
to say yes, but I like the whole 
Cinderella story.” 

Besides meeting Dar, con¬ 
stant work also helped him 
turn it around, said Millan, 
who described himself as a 
punctual workaholic who 
delegates chores and seldom 
cracks a smile. He runs a rehab 
complex, the Dog Psychology 
Center, at a ranch in Santa 
Clarita, a magazine and a phil¬ 
anthropic foundation, and 
sells his own line of dog prod¬ 
ucts and instructional CDs 
and DVDs. His seventh book, 
A Short Guide to a Happy Dog, 
is due out Jan. 1, and Nat Geo 
Wild will premiere a new 
show, Leader of the Pack, on 
Jan. 5. Dog Whisperer ended 
its run on Sept. 15. 

The new series, which 
was filmed in Spain, aims to 
increase pet rescue, rehabili¬ 
tation and rehoming around 
the world. It will feature his 
training philosophy, a belief 
that every dog knows its place 
and follows rules set by the 
pack leader — in this case, a 
human such as an owner or a 
trainer. His success hasn’t been 
without critics. Bonnie Beaver, 
a board-certified veterinary 
behaviourist in Texas, said he 
mishandles animals and that 
he is losing credibility because 
“in some situations, he is ac¬ 
tually making a diagnosis.” 

“He may not even recog¬ 
nize he is making a diagnosis,” 
she said, adding that when he

says a dog has separation anx¬ 
iety or dominance problems, 
“he’s putting a label on it and 
in reality that label is a diag¬ 
nosis.” 

In California, that is legal, 
but in Texas it is not, she said, 
because “making a diagno¬ 
sis and setting up a course of 
treatment is restricted to cer¬ 
tain professionals.” Daniels 
dismissed the critics, saying 
that “few have ever spoken to 
him directly or taken the time 
to understand what he is all 
about — which is a man with 
a deep passion for helping ani¬ 
mals and people.” 


That passion for animals 
— especially dogs — is evi¬ 
dent. Millan said he’s never 
met a dog he didn’t like, and 
chose a canine as his lone 
companion for a hypothet¬ 
ical stranding on a deserted 
island. He also defended his 
love for pit bulls, saying: “It’s 
not the breed, it’s the human 
behind the dog.” Rehabbing 
dogs is easy, he said, but train¬ 
ing people is not. 

“A dog would never see me 
as a Mexican or immigrant 
or think things people say 
about me. Dogs don’t rational¬ 
ize. They don’t hold anything 


against a person. They don’t 
see the outside of a human 
but the inside of a human,” 
he said. 

But there are some times 
when he prefers people over 
animals. He was tactful when 
he said he had both a human 
and a canine best friend. And 
he was quick to say that he 
preferred the Super Bowl over 
the Puppy Bowl, the Animal 
Planet’s pet-friendly TV show 
that features puppies romping 
on a room-sized football field. 
“I have a ‘Puppy Bowl’ 
every day,” he laughed.”

“I have not read it”, Var¬ 
gas Llosa said with a smile, 
answering a question about 
the trilogy on Monday night. 


“I hope it’s fun”. 

When asked if he would 
ever write an erotic novel, 
Vargas Llosa was simple. 

“I have tried to do it but 
without the same success.” 

“When a novel is focused 
only on the sexual experi¬ 
ence, it can be monotonous, 
repetitive, it can become a 
tedious experience,” Vargas 
Llosa said. “However the 
sexual component can’t be 
excluded from a great novel, 


as well as eroticism. It is very 
difficult to exclude sex be¬ 
cause sex is a very important 
part of human life. Eroticism 
is the expression of civil¬ 
ization while sex is brutal, is 
something animal.” 

Vargas Llosa, author of 
The City and the Dogs or The 
Feast of the Goat, was in New 
York to talk about The Dream 
of the Celt, with translator 
Edith Grossman. The author 
also remembered the recent 


50th anniversary of the Lat¬ 
in American boom literary 
movement from the 1960s 
that brought him to prom¬ 
inence along with Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez and Carlos 
Fuentes. 

“It meant solidarity, a feel¬ 
ing to belonging to a com¬ 
munity, and a connection 
between Latin America and 
Spain. It was a very reward¬ 
ing experience”, Vargas Llosa

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Aguilera’s ‘fun songs’ 
fall short on new 
post-divorce album 


Lotus. Lack of quality 
songwriting on 
latest record doesn’t 
complement singer's 
famously powerful voice 


Christina Aguilera is eas¬ 
ily one of contemporary 
music’s best voices. She’s 
got pipes that music-lovers 
need to hear at a time when 
Top 40 radio features stu¬ 
dio-enhanced vocals and 
award shows are full of lip 
syncing. 

That’s why her fifth al¬ 
bum, Lotus, is somewhat 
disappointing — not be¬ 
cause it isn’t good, but be¬ 
cause it isn’t great. 

Sure, it’s an improve¬ 
ment from 2010’s Bionic, a 
chaotic album that is Aguil¬ 
era’s only one not to reach 
platinum status. 

Lotus is more focused, 
thankfully, but not as satis¬ 
fying as her first three re¬ 
leases. 

The new 13-traclc album 
is the singer’s first music 
offering since she filed for 
divorce two years ago. And 
when she’s emotional, she 
sounds best. 

The title track kicks off 
the album nicely as Aguil¬ 
era sings about starting 
over. On Best of Me, she 
sings: “Words cut through 
my skin, tears roll down 
my chin, my walls crumble 
within.” And later in the 
song she sings in a beauti¬ 
ful belt: “I will rise un¬ 
defeated, I will not let you 
bring me down.” 

You just want to cheer 
her on. Sing it, girl. 

Another standout is the 
piano tune Blank Page, co¬ 
written by Sia, whose work 
with Aguilera on Bionic 
is that album’s highlight. 
Sing for Me, too, is great 
and sounds like a personal 
anthem for Aguilera, who 
has gotten a boost recently 
as a coach on NBC’s The 
Voice. 

Where the singer falls 
short is on what are sup¬ 
posed to be the “fun” 
songs, like Red Hot Kinda 
Love, Around the World 
and Make the World Move, 
which features a barely 
heard Cee Lo Green. 

The first single, the Max 
Martin-produced Your Body, 
is also a miss. Martin is a lit¬ 
tle better on his other con¬ 
tribution, the dance-heavy 
Let There Be Love, which 
sounds typical of what’s out 
there, but still feels like a 
radio hit. 



It’s almost like Aguilera 
isn’t getting the best ma¬ 
terial from the songwriters 
and producers on Lotus, 
which includes Alex da Kid 
(Eminem’s Love the Way 
You Lie, B.o.B’s Airplanes), 
Lucas Secon, Supa Dups, 
Claude Kelly, Bonnie Mc¬

Actress Ashley Judd isn’t rul¬ 
ing out a run for U.S. Senate 
in Kentucky. 

The former Kentuckian 
is an active supporter of 
Tennessee Democrats. She 
said in a statement Friday 
that she’s honoured to be 
mentioned as a potential can¬ 
didate, but she sidestepped 
the question of whether she 
would get into the race. 

Judd lives in Tennessee 
and would have to re-estab¬ 
lish a residence in Kentucky 
before she could challenge 
Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell in his 2014 
re-election bid.

McConnell, a political power¬ 
house who already has $6.8 
million in the bank for his 
re-election. 

In 2008, McConnell won 
re-election to a fifth term and 
became Kentucky’s longest 
serving senator. McConnell 
spent some $20 million on 
his last election, beating 
Democrat Bruce Lunsford, 
a wealthy Kentucky busi¬ 
nessman, by six percentage 
points. 

“Sen. McConnell and his 
wife are big fans of Ashley 
Judd’s movies and appreciate 
her energy, especially when 
it comes to bringing young 
people into the political pro¬ 
cess,” said McConnell cam¬ 
paign manager Jesse Benton.

If the holidays still seem a long 
way off, you clearly haven’t 
done much television channel 
surfing lately. 

The Hallmark channel has 
already begun two months of 
wall-to-wall holiday program¬ 
ming.

Lifetime’s aggressive invest¬ 
ment makes it the relative new¬ 
comer in this area. The long¬ 
time maker of TV movies that 
appeal to women is coming off 
its biggest success in years, Oc¬ 
tober’s Steel Magnolia remake 
with Queen Latifah, which sur¬ 
prised even network executives 
with its potency. Its movies 
feature Mira Sorvino, Shelley 
Long, George Wendt and Lea 
Thompson. 


Wendt and Long play Mr. 
and Mrs. Santa Claus as they’re 
about to meet their future 
daughter-in-law, Ralph Mac- 
chio is a former dance cham¬ 
pion who comes back to win a 
Christmas Eve dance contest, 
and Thompson is featured in 
Love at the Christmas Table. 

Happy endings abound. 


Don’t expect any holiday shoot- 
outs. 

Beyond the new originals, 
Lifetime is airing more than 50 
seasonal films, the biggest com¬ 
mitment in its histoiy. 

Hallmark, part of a com¬ 
pany that also sells Christmas 
cards, is a natural for holiday 
programming. This is the 


fourth year that the network 
essentially shuts down its 
regular programming for two 
full months to devote itself to 
the genre. The holiday focus 
began on Nov. 9 and ends 
Jan. 2. There’s a risk both in 
overkill and having fans get 
out of the habit of watching 
the network’s regular shows, 


Abbott said, “but we have 
found over the years that our 
viewers really look forward to 
it and really want it.” 

Hallmark’s original mov¬ 
ies are premiering every 
Saturday and Sunday night 
heading into Christmas. With 
titles like Hitched for the 
Holidays, A Bride for Christ¬ 
mas, Matchmaker Santa, 
Come Dance With Me and 
Love at the Thanksgiving Day 
Parade, the focus is pretty 
clear. 

While confident of the pro¬ 
gramming strategy’s ultim¬ 
ate success, Abbott said it is 
clear that Hallmark has more 
competition. “We sleep with 
one eye open,” he said.

ern West Coast kind of area — 
I’m a city person and I wanted 
to feel what it would be like to 
just always stay young, to go 
to school, to have a part-time 
job, to have friends, to go out 
and do the things that I think 
would be fun to do endlessly.”

There’s a reason Kelly Clark¬ 
son has performed duets with 
country superstars like Reba 
McEntire, Jason Aldean and 
Vince Gill but never one of 
her Top 40 colleagues in the 
10 years since she became the 
first American Idol. They’ve 
turned her down — eight 
times. 

“I have, like, 5,000 duets 
in country music,” Clark¬ 
son says, flashing a smile. “I 
don’t have one in pop. That’s 
legitimately because every¬ 
one turns me down. I’m not 
even kidding. I’ve asked so 
many artists to sing with me. 
Everyone legitimately turns 
me down! The only one that 
hasn’t was Chris Daughtry.” 

The sugary sweet pop 
star who’s called Nashville, 
Tenn., home for the past six 
years isn’t naming names 
(and much to the dismay of 
fans, her collaborations with 
fellow Idol alum Daughtry 
were never released.) While 
she hasn’t exactly been able 
to hook up with the perfect 
pop ally, Clarkson has found 
a partner outside the record¬ 
ing studio. 

When asked what’s im¬ 
pacted her life most over the 
past 10 years, other than win¬ 
ning the Idol prize, Clarkson 
doesn’t hesitate to say it’s 
falling in love with current 
boyfriend Brandon Black- 
stock, a Nashville-based tal¬ 
ent manager whose father is 
Clarkson’s own manager and 
stepmother is McEntire. The 
pair has been an item for the 
past eight months. 

“I completely fell in 
love,” she says. “Welcome 
to Cheeseville! I did. I don’t 
know. Your priorities kind 
of shift and you become hap¬ 
pier, and all that stuff. It’s 
probably my best accomplish¬ 
ment because I think, for me, 
especially, I just didn’t think 
it would happen. It’s like one 
of those cheesy love songs

Fans of 30 Rock might have 
reasonably assumed that Lem¬ 
on, the harried TV producer 
played by Tina Fey, would ride 
out the series’ seventh and 
final season as a perennial 
bachelorette unlucky in love. 

But Fey, who is also the 
creator and producer of the 
NBC comedy, clearly thought 
otherwise.

Stephen Colbert, the faux- 
conservative host of the sa¬ 
tirical Colbert Report, took 
to his show Wednesday 
night to confront Canadian 
critics who were apparently 
angry that the comedian re¬ 
ferred to Windsor, Ont., as 
“Earth’s rectum” in his new 
book, America Again: Re¬ 
becoming the Greatness We 
Never Weren’t. 

In a segment called 
Who’s Attacking Me Now, 
Colbert claimed that the 
“maplestream” media in 
Canada had their “mittens 
in a bunch” over the appar¬ 
ent slam. 

However, in a segment 
rife with groaning puns on 
Canuck stereotypes, the 
48-year-old Colbert warned 
Canadians not to get their 
“tuques in a twist.” 

“As a journalist, it is my 
job to ask these probing 
questions,” Colbert said. 

“Could the Earth’s rec¬ 
tum be Windsor? I don’t 
know. It could just as easily 
be Winnipeg.” 

Colbert memorably took 
aim at his neighbour to 
the north prior to the 2010 
Olympic Games, when he 
labelled Canucks “syrup 
suckers” and “ice-holes” 
because he thought U.S. 
speedslcaters weren’t get¬ 
ting enough practice time 
on Canadian ice. 

He eventually made 
amends, heading to Van¬ 
couver during the Games to 
film an episode of his show 
in front of an adoring crowd. 

On Wednesday, Colbert 
delighted in referencing a 
poll from the CBC website 
indicating that — at the 
time — roughly three-quar¬ 
ters of respondents believed 
the publicity brought by Col¬ 


bert would be positive for 
Windsor. 

“Apparently, the ‘Earth’s 
rectum’ is an improvement 
over Windsor’s previous 
reputation,” he said. 

“So you’re welcome, 
Windsor. You just got the 
Colbert bump.”

Wednesday for a two-year 
headline gig at Caesars Pal¬ 
ace, parading up the Las 
Vegas Strip with a herd of 40 
horses. 

Promoters called the 
event a stampede, but hooves 
were kept to a steady, slow 
gait by nine wranglers who 
escorted Twain to a recep¬ 
tion crowd of several hun¬ 
dred people in front of the 
famous Caesars fountains. 

Dozens more people 
watched from the sidewalk 
of the Flamingo resort across 
Las Vegas Boulevard. 

“We could either lose a 
few hundred dollars inside 
or come out and see what 
kind of spectacle she puts 
on,” said Steve Huffman, a 
UPS manager who watched 
with his wife, Debi, from an 
overhead pedestrian walk¬ 
way. 

The couple was in town 
for his 52nd birthday and 
learned through a Twitter 
message that Twain planned 
to arrive on a horse. 

They identified Twain’s 
hit, Man, I Feel Like a 
Woman, as the country sing¬ 
er rode up the street, and 
they said they’ll plan to see 
the show next year. 

Still The One blasted on 
speakers as Twain stepped 
onto a temporary outdoor 
stage near fountains made 
famous by events includ¬ 
ing daredevil Evel Knievel’s 
motorcycle crash during 
a stunt on New Year’s Eve 
1967. 

To some, Twain’s arrival 
echoed singer Frank Sin¬ 
atra’s heralded arrival on a 
camel at the old Dunes hotel 
in September 1955. 

Twain’s show titled Sha¬ 
nia: Still the One opens Dec. 
1 at the nearly 4,300-seat 
Colosseum at Caesars Pal¬ 
ace. The venue also hosts 
entertainers Celine Dion, El¬ 
ton John, Jerry Seinfeld and 
others. 

Twain, 47, is touted as 
one of the bestselling female 
country artists of all time. 

The Canadian singer- 
songwriter has sold more 
than 75 million albums 
worldwide. 

Las Vegas police, includ¬ 
ing several on horseback, 
diverted traffic on the busy 
casino corridor for about 30 
minutes for the spectacle.

Sundays at Buddy Valastro’s 
house are ruled by three f- 
words: food, family and foot¬ 
ball. It’s a day for the star of 
TLC’s hit show Cake Boss to 
throw on his New York Giants 
jersey while his wife, lisa, 
whips up tomato sauce. 

But the man behind Car¬ 
lo’s Bakery also knows his 
way around the kitchen — so 
much so that he has released 
Cooking Italian with the Cake 
Boss: Family Favorites As Only 
Buddy Can Serve Them Up. 
The 100-recipe book features 
Italian-American dishes with 
signature touches that may just 
expand Valastro’s boss reputa¬ 
tion to boiling pots of gnocchi. 

The book is dedicated to your 
wife. Who is really the boss in 
your kitchen? 

I gotta give it up to my wife, she 
is definitely the boss of cooking 
in my house. I wanted to dedi¬ 
cate a book to her and I’m so 
happy it’s this one because a lot 
of the recipes are hers, so I feel 
like I didn’t just steal from her. 

I have to pit you against your 
mom and your wife, and ask, 
who is the best cook? 

Oh, I’m definitely the best cook 
out of the three. They won’t 
even try to deny it. My food has 


a lot more flavour profile to it. I 
attribute that to having a really 
unique palate. 

Is there anything you haven’t 
mastered in Italian cooking? 

I don’t consider myself a mas¬ 
ter. At the end of the day, noth¬ 
ing brings families together like 
food, but sometimes people get 
in a rut. Take my wife, great 
cook, but she makes the same 
stuff every week. So I want the 
book to make people think, 


‘You know what? Instead of 
making plain veal cutlets, I’m 
gonna make Veal Saltimbocca. 
Let me try something new’. 

Aside from Italian, what else 
do you like to cook? 

My favourite is probably Asian. 

Are we going to get a Cook¬ 
ing Chinese with Buddy book? 

I don’t know about cooking 
Chinese, but Buddy can make 
some damn good hied rice. 


Recipe 


Pizza Margherita 

1. Position rack in bottom 
of oven and set pizza stone 
on rack. Preheat to 450 F. 

2. Lightly work surface and 
a pizza peel with commeal. 
Pat and stretch or roll out 
the dough to a 9- to 10-inch 
round. In one swift move¬ 
ment, lift the dough by one 
edge and drag it onto peel. 

3. Use ladle to spoon sauce 
into centre of dough, then 
use back of ladle to spread 
it, leaving 1/2-inch border. 
Scatter mozzarella decora- 
tively over pizza. 

4. Open oven and carefully 
slide pizza onto stone. Bake 
until crust is golden brown 
and cheese bubbles, 10 to 
12 minutes. Remove pizza 
with peel. Scatter basil over 
pizza, season with pinch of 
salt, and drizzle with extra¬ 
virgin olive oil. 

5. Transfer pizza to a serv¬ 
ing platter. Slice into 6 
slices, and serve.

Season in peril. With 
hopes for a new CBA 
dashed again, hockey 
execs also warn of more 
scheduling carnage 


After a lockout spanning al¬ 
most nine weeks, about the 
only thing the NHL and NHL 
Players’ Association are talking 
about is taking a break. 

Commissioner Gary 

Bettman has proposed placing 
a two-weelc moratorium on 
talks after NHLPA executive 
director Donald Fehr told him 


that he didn’t know how the 
sides could proceed, multiple 
sources told The Canadian 
Press on Thursday night. 

The offer was made dur¬ 
ing a phone conversation on 
Wednesday and didn’t produce 
an answer. According to the 
sources, Fehr told Bettman he 
would need to bounce the idea 
off his membership before re¬ 
sponding. 

The potential freeze comes 
with talks already having fall¬ 
en silent after a busy stretch 
of meetings last week in New 
York. However, by the time 
negotiations broke last Sunday 
afternoon it was clear that pes-

simism and some bad feelings 
had made their way into the 
bargaining room. 

Some of the tension can be 
chalked up to losses that are 
beginning to mount. On Thurs¬ 
day, players missed their third 
paycheque of the season while 
the league moved closer to 


making another round of game 
cancellations, prompting some 
to suggest the entire year could 
be in danger. 

The NHL is expected to start 
wiping games beyond Nov. 
30 off the schedule early next 
week. There had previously 
been hope for a shortened 68- 
game season starting Dec. 1, 
but that now appears to be 
gone. 

In total, the lockout has al¬ 
ready forced the cancellation of 
327 games, including the Win¬ 
ter Classic between the Maple 
Leafs and Red Wings at Mich¬ 
igan Stadium.

Cabrera MVP win a nod 
to old-school numbers 


MLB. Triple Crown 
winner claims AL 
MVP honour by wide 
margin over Angels 
rookie Mike Trout 


Miguel Cabrera has a most 
valuable player award to go 
with his Triple Crown. And 
Buster Posey has an MVP 
prize to put alongside his 
second World Series ring. 

The pair of batting cham¬ 
pions won baseball’s top in¬ 
dividual honours Thursday 
by large margins. 

Cabrera, the first Triple 
Crown winner in 45 years, 
won the AL MVP by receiv¬ 
ing 22 of 28 first-place votes 
and 362 points from a Base¬ 
ball Writers’ Association of 
America panel. 


The Detroit third base- 
man easily beat Los Angeles 
Angels rookie centre-fielder 
Mike Trout, who had six 
firsts and 281 points. 

Some of the more saber- 
metric-focused fans sup¬ 
ported Trout, who hit .326 
with 30 homers and 83 RBIs, 
and he led the majors with 
129 runs and 49 steals and 
topped all players in WAR 
— wins above replacement. 

Trout won AL rookie of 
the year earlier in the week. 

“I was a little concerned. 
I thought the new thing 
about computer stuff, I 
thought Trout’s going to 
win because they put his 
numbers over me,” Cabrera 
said. “I was like relax.... If 
he wins, it’s going to be fair 
because he had a great sea¬ 
son.” 

His victory is a win for 
the traditional statistics. 


Triple Crown tradition 


Cabrera hit .330 with 44 
homers and 139 RBIs to be¬ 
come the first Triple Crown 
winner since Boston's Carl 
Yastrzemski in 1967. 


• The last four Triple 
Crown winners have 
been voted MVP, includ¬ 
ing Mickey Mantle in 
1956 and Frank Robinson 
in 1966. 


• Cabrera also led the 
league with a .606 slug¬ 
ging percentage for the 
AL champion Tigers. 


“At the end of the game, 
it’s going to be the same 
baseball played back in the 
day,” Cabrera said. 

Posey, at a charity event 


at his mother’s school in 
Leesburg, Va., followed the 
AL debate and Googled to 
find out the winner. 

“I think it intrigued 
everybody,” he said. “As a 
fan of the game, it was a fun 
race to watch.” 

With three fewer hits or 
two less homers, Cabrera 
would have fallen short of 
the Triple Crown. 

“I think winning the 
Triple Crown had a lot to do 
with me winning this hon¬ 
our,” he said. 

Cabrera became the 
second straight Detroit 
player voted MVP, follow¬ 
ing pitcher Justin Verlander 
in 2011, and was the first 
Venezuelan to earn the hon¬ 
our.
